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No  substitute 


The  past  week  has  seen  the  Guardian 
newspaper  working  up  a  campaign  to 
prevent  the  Government  shelving  its  own 
unpublished  report  on  drug  prescribing, 
which  is  said  to  recommend  generic 
substitution  by  pharmacists.  The  report  is 
by  the  senior  principal  medical  officer  of 
the  DHSS,  Dr  Peter  Greenfield  and  its 
failure  to  appear  in  public  has  already 
been  attacked  by  Social  Democratic  Party 
health  spokesman,  Mr  Mike  Thomas, 
another  supporter  of  substitution  (C&D 
November  27,  1982,  p971). 

The  arguments  against  substitution 
have  already  been  spelled  out  quite 
clearly,  not  least  by  DHSS  chief 
pharmacist  Dr  B.  A.  Willis,  who  must 
find  the  report  of  his  medical  colleague 
short-sighted  in  the  extreme.  The  industry 
has  refuted  many  of  the  alleged  statistics 
on  the  savings  potential  for  the  NHS  — 
but  that  has  served  only  to  goad  the 
Guardian  into  a  leading  article  full  of 
invective. 

It  says  that  if  the  industry  succeeds  in 
making  the  government  forget  the  report 
"it  will  represent  a  victory  for  one  of  the 
most  powerful  and  piratical  of  vested 
interests  over  the  NHS  and  the  patients  it 
serves".  Other  gems  are:-  "The  vast 
majority  of  branded  drugs  are  exactly  the 
same  as  their  generic  counterparts"  (the 
reverse  would  be  more  fair  to  the 
innovator,  even  if  the  premise  is  accepted, 
and  what  about  the  outstanding 
minority?);  the  only  reason  branded  drugs 
exist  at  all  is  to  provide  the  drug 
companies  with  their  huge  profits"  (do 
quality  guarantees  for  the  patient  and 
research  investment  in  the  future  count 
for  so  little?);  "Medical  research  should 
be  under  government  control  anyway, 
since  it  is  far  too  important  to  be  left  to 
the  multinationals  and  their  overriding 
interest  in  profit"  (just  like  it  is  in  the 
USSR,  where  all  the  best  drugs  have  been 
discovered?). 

Replying  to  some  specific  points  this 
week,  a  spokesman  for  the  Association  of 


British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  told  C&D 
that  the  Guardian 's  figure  of  £300m  profit 
may  well  be  the  profit  the  industry  makes 
from  its  global  activities  —  "but  profits 
from  the  NHS  are  at  least  one-third  of 
that  figure."  The  Guardian  claimed  that 
only  30  out  of  4,000  drugs  listed  in  MIMS 
could  not  be  substituted  with  a  generic 
equivalent,  but  the  spokesman  believes 
the  paper  has  mistakenly  taken  a 
suggestion  by  the  BMA's  Dr  Frank  Wells 
that  bioequivalence  is  of  therapeutic 
importance  for  only  30  products  as  the 
basis  for  their  statistic.  "In  any  case,  we 
dispute  Dr  Wells,"  he  said. 

Both  the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  will  try 
to  formulate  policies  on  generic 
prescribing  at  their  meetings  this  month. 
Council's  discussion  will  be  directed  to 
producing  evidence  for  the  DHSS  Binder 
Hamilyn  Fry  inquiry  into  FPC 
expenditure  (C&D,  November  13,  1982, 
p877)  and  the  feasibility  of  introducing 
cash  limits. 

Already,  of  course,  the  idea  of 
substitution  of  either  "equivalent 
medication"  or  from  "an  agreed  list"  has 
been  rejected  by  a  conference  of  LPC 
representatives  —  though  it  has  since  been 
recommended  to  the  SDP  by  members  of 
the  profession.  We  hope  the  latter  will 
prove  to  be  unrepresentative,  and  that 
Council  and  PSNC  will  not  be  so  short- 
sighted as  to  consider  only  the  apparent 
enhancement  of  the  pharmacists  status 
that  might  result.  It  doesn't  take  a 
"professional"  to  look  at  a  price  list! 

If  prices  are  indeed  too  high  for 
brands,  then  the  Price  Regulation  Scheme 
can  reduce  them,  taking  into  account 
national  export  and  research-base 
interests.  If  prescribing  is  too  costly  let 
pharmacists  support  the  Society's  triple 
prescription  form  and  length  of  treatment 
box  proposals  for  reducing  the  wastage. 
To  paraphrase  the  old  mustard  adage: 
NHS  losses  come  from  the  medicines  left 
in  the  bathroom  cabinet.

Scottish  contractors 
to  get  extra  6p 


Agreement  has  been  reached  between  the 
Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  General  Council 
(Scotland)  that  an  extra  £0.06  be  paid  on 
all  prescriptions  (excluding  oxygen  and 
stock  orders)  dispensed  during  the  year 
1982-83. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  additional  6p  can 
be  incorporated  into  the  pricing  of 
November  1982  prescriptions  which  are 
due  for  payment  on  February  1.  However, 
it  is  not  certain  that  the  calculations  for 
each  contractor  of  amounts  due  on 
prescriptions  from  April  1 ,  1982  will  make 
it  possible  to  make  payment  in  respect  of 
arrears  on  the  same  date. 

Dr  Colin  Virden  (secretary  of  the  PGC 
(Scotland)  told  C&D:  "The  increased 
payment  has  been  made  possible  by  a 
number  of  contributing  factors.  These

the  annual  meeting  of  associates  on 
January  3 1 .

UCCA  applications 


There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  number  of  students  applying  for 
places  at  schools  of  pharmacy  in  1983. 

Over  two-thirds  of  the  expected  total 
number  of  candidates  have  now  applied, 
says  the  University  Central  Council  on 
Admissions.  At  December  15,  1982,  2,076 
applications  had  been  received  compared 
to  1,920  in  1981.  The  total  number  of 
applications  at  the  end  of  March  (the 
closing  date)  last  year  was  2,502. 


Brufen  for 
OTC  sale? 


Ibuprofen  would  become  available  for 
counter  prescribing  under  proposed 
changes  to  the  Medicines  (Prescription 
only)  Order  1980,  now  being  circulated 
for  comment  by  the  Department  of 
Health  (MLX  143A). 

Ibuprofen  will  be  excluded  from  POM 
when  labelled  only  with  certain 
indications  for  use  which  may  be 
advertised  to  the  public,  where  the 
maximum  dose  does  not  exceed  400mg 
and  the  maximum  daily  dose  does  not 
exceed  l,200mg.  [Under current 
regulations,  advertising  to  the  public  is 
permitted  in  relation  to  the  musculo- 
skeletal system  for  symptomatic  relief  of 
muscular  pain  and  stiffness  including 
backache,  sciatica,  lumbago,  fibrositis, 
rheumatic  pain  and  cramp,  though  not  all 
these  conditions  would  necessarily  be 
applicable  in  the  case  of  ibuprofen  — 
Editor.] 

The  proposals  also  include  a  further 
list  of  substances  to  be  added  to  the  POM 
List  and  substances  to  be  removed 
because  they  are  not  known  to  be  included 
in  any  medicine  for  human  use.  Benzoyl 
peroxide  would  become  POM  except 
when  for  external  use  at  a  strength  not 
exceeding  10  per  cent,  and  changes  are 
proposed  in  controls  on  hyoscine 
hydrobromide,  pseudoephedrine  sulphate 
and  dihydrocodiene. 

The  next  POM  Order  will  relate  only 
to  medicinal  products  for  human  use,  and 
not  to  veterinary  drugs. 
A  Boots  spokesman  confirmed  this  week 
that  application  has  been  made  for  a 
variation  in  the  Brufen  product  licence  to 
permit  sale  over  the  counter,  though  the 
recommended  indications  have  yet  to  be 
agreed. 


Warfarin  recall 


WB  Pharmaceuticals  are  recalling  all 
packs  of  100  warfarin  3mg  tablets  with 
batch  number  10952. 

The  company  has  received  a  report 
that  a  single  pack  of  100  tablets  labelled 
warfarin  3mg  was  found  to  contain 
warfarin  5mg.  Pharmacists  are  requested 
to  examine  their  stocks  and  immediately 
return  to  their  wholesaler  for  credit  any 
suspect  packs.  The  recall  notice  applies 
only  to  lOOmg  warfarin  tablets  3mg,  batch 
number  10952.  The  tablets  are 
distinguished  by  their  colour:  3mg  tablets 
are  blue  and  the  5mg  are  pink.  WB 
Pharmaceuticals  Ltd,  PO  Box  23, 
Bracknell,  Berkshire  RG 12  4YS. 


The  College  of  Pharmacy  Practice  has 
been  unsuccessful  in  its  application  to  the 
DHSS  for  funding  to  establish  a  Practice 
Research  Institute  at  the  University  of 
Aston  (C&D,  October  9,  1982  p664). 

The  College  Board  of  Management 
heard  the  news  at  its  December  meeting. 
Present  economic  circumstances  have  led 
to  severe  constraints  on  the  DHSS 
research  budget,  the  College  has  been 
informed.  However,  it  has  been  suggested 
that  the  application  has  been  placed  on 
the  reserve  list  for  1984-85.  The  Board  is 
to  make  a  further  submission  next  year.

PSGB  Statutory 
Committee 
reprimand  for 
advertising  quashed 

The  owners  and  employers  of  a  Potters 
Bar  Herts,  pharmacy  were  wrongly 
reprimanded  for  misconduct  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Statutory 
Committee  over  an  advertising  feature 
which  appeared  in  the  local  Press,  a  High 
Court  judge  ruled  late  in  December. 

The  feature,  advertising  the  opening 
of  a  pharmacy  in  The  Mall,  Potters  Bar, 
and  printed  in  the  Barnet  Press  and  the 
Potters  Bar  Press,  in  June  1981  had 
contravened  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
advertising  guidelines,  said  Mr  Justice 
Woolf,  sitting  in  the  Queen's  Bench 
Divisional  court.  But  the  pharmacy 
company,  Lewis  and  Jeffreys  Ltd,  had 
argued  they  were  not  responsible  for  the 
contraventions. 

The  judge  allowed  an  appeal  by  the 
company,  its  superintendent  pharmacist, 
Mr  Laurence  Anthony  Berg,  and 
pharmacist  in  charge  of  the  new  shop,  Mr 
Bernard  Brandon,  against  the  findings  of 
the  Statutory  Committee  on  March  22, 
1982. 

Quashing  the  reprimand,  the  judge 
said  there  was  no  evidence  of  misconduct 
before  the  committee  in  relation  to  Mr 
Berg.  The  reprimand  in  his  case,  therefore 
could  not  be  justified.  Because  the 
decision  in  relation  to  Mr  Berg  was  clearly 
wrong  the  whole  decision  was  unsafe  and 
the  findings  against  all  the  applicants 
would  be  set  aside. 

The  advertising  feature,  consisted  of 
photographs  and  descriptions  of  the  new 
shop  and  a  number  of  advertisements  by 
suppliers  of  pharmaceutical  and  other 
goods  to  be  sold  at  the  premises. 

Guidelines  broken 

The  judge  said  it  was  not  disputed  that  the 
feature  contravened  Society  guidelines  or 
that  the  company  had  been  a  party  to  the 
advertisements  appearing.  But  the 
company  argued  that  it  had  done  its  best 
to  prevent  the  feature  appearing  in  the 
form  it  did  —  and  therefore  had  done 
everything  it  could  to  prevent  the 
guidelines  being  broken. 

The  paper's  representative  had  been 
told  that  nothing  was  to  appear  in  print 
which  had  not  previously  been  vetted  by 
the  superintendent  pharmacist.  Deletions 
had  been  made  from  the  first  draft  and 
directions  given  that  the  advert  should  not 
be  printed  before  the  company  was  shown 
the  final  proof.  But  when  the  feature 
finally  appeared  it  was  in  its  original 
form,  including  the  deleted  passages. 

If  the  company's  account  of  what 
happened  was  accepted  by  the  Committee 
they  could  not  have  found  them  guilty  of 
misconduct,  said  the  judge.  It  appeared 
from  the  transcript  that  the  Committee 
must  have  disbelieved  the  pharmacists' 


accounts  to  come  to  their  decision.  But 
there  was  no  explanation  for  that 
disbelief. 

"There  was  absolutely  no  evidence  to 
indicate  that  Mr  Berg's  account  was 
incorrect,"  said  the  judge.  Before  the 
Committee  came  to  such  a  conclusion 
they  should  have  given  Mr  Berg  the 
chance  to  deal  with  it. 

Costs  were  awarded  against  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 


RPA  urge  support 
for  rural  Motion 

The  Rural  Pharmacists  Association  is 
urging  all  pharmacists  to  support  the 
Early  Day  Motion  being  put  before  the 
Commons  by  Mr  Clement  Freud  (C&D, 
November  27,  1982,  p973). 

The  motion  says:  "This  House 
recognises  the  great  value  to  the 
community  of  rural  pharmacies;  deplores 
the  Department  of  Health's  apparent 
inability  to  designate  a  third  party  to 
administer  the  patient  option  forms  in 
respect  of  prescriptions;  and  urges  the 
Government  to  accept  that  pharmacies 
provide  citizens  with  a  safe,  expert, 
comprehensive  and  economical  service 
that  deserves  their  support  and 
encouragement." 

To  ensure  maximum  support  for  the 
motion  the  RPA  is  sending  letters  to  the 
majority  of  community  pharmacies  in 
England  and  Wales  urging  pharmacists  to 
write  to  their  MPs.  It  also  suggests 
petitioning  patients  and  others  who  use 
the  pharmacy.  Completed  forms  should 
be  sent  to  the  MP  at  the  House  of 
Commons  as  near  as  possible  to  mid- 
January. 

RPA  comment 

The  RPA  says  the  motion  will  reinforce 
the  Clothier  recommendations  and  give 
the  patient  complete  freedom  of  choice. 

Mr  Neil  Kinnock,  Labour's  Shadow 
Education  Minister,  is  among  the  21  MPs 
who  have  now  indicated  support  for  the 
motion. 


Hospital  pharmacists 
llpc  over  18  months 

Hospital  pharmacists  have  been  awarded 
salary  increases  of  10.77  per  cent  for  all 
grades  except  basic,  and  11.18  per  cent  for 
basic  grade.  The  increases  run  from 
September  11,  1982,  to  March  31,  1984. 

The  awards  were  agreed  at  a  meeting 
of  the  staff  and  management  sides  of  the 
pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  on 
December  22,  1982.  Both  sides  also  agreed 
on  a  joint  approach  to  the  Health  Minister 
to  seek  additional  funds  for  emergency 
duty  payments. 

Up  to  20pc  of  GP 
scripts  not  dispensed 

Up  to  20  per  cent  of  patients  given  a 
prescription  in  general  practice  may  not 
take  it  to  the  pharmacist  according  to  the 
latest  Drug  and  Therapeutics  Bulletin. 

This  figure  does  not  account  for  those 
who  fail  to  use  their  medicines  when  they 
have  bothered  to  obtain  them,  says  the 
article.  Many  patients  do  not  expect  to 
receive  a  prescription,  the  decision  to  not 
cash  a  prescription  may  reflect  a  failure  on 
the  part  of  the  doctor  to  identify  the  main 
reason  the  patient  came  to  see  him. 
Where  a  drug  is  only  to  relieve  symptoms 
the  patient  should  be  offered  the  choice  of 
using  it  or  not,  says  the  Bulletin.  Where 
the  doctor  considers  the  drug  essential  he 
should  explain  why  and  acknowledge  that 
there  may  be  risks  and  benefits. 

According  to  the  Bulletin  some 
patients  do  not  cash  their  prescriptions 
because  they  do  not  understand  what  their 
doctor  is  trying  to  achieve,  some 
discussion  or  explanation  along  these  lines 
may  increase  patient  compliance.

Doctors  approve 
dipapanone  curbs 

Restrictions  on  the  prescribing  of 
dipipanone,  proposed  by  the  Advisory 
Council  on  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  (C&D 
December  11)  have  been  approved  by  the 
General  Medical  Services  Committee.  The 
Council  has  proposed  that  doctors 
prescribing  for  addicts  should  be  licensed 
in  the  same  way  as  those  prescribing 
heroin  and  cocaine. 

The  proposal  is  being  circulated  for 
consultation  at  the  moment,  and  a 
decision  is  expected  in  the  next  few 
months. 


■  Regulations  increasing  the  fees  for 
registering  pharmacy  premises  came  into 
effect  on  January  1 .  Under  the  Medicines 
(Pharmacies)  (Applications  for 
Registration  and  Fees)  Amendment

Arnold  Beckett,  immediate  past  president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  head  of 
the  Department  of  Pharmacy,  Chelsea 
College,  Professor  George  Teeling  Smith, 
director,  Office  of  Health  Economics, 
and  Mr  Eric  E.  Stabler,  secretary,  NHS 
Prescription  Pricing  Authority  (England). 

Professor 
Beckett,  PhD,  DSc, 
FPS,  registered  in 
1942  and  has  been  a 
member  of  Council 
since  March,  1965. 
He  was  president  of 
the  Society  during 
1981-82  and,  a 
former  chairman  of 
the  Science 
Committee,  has  served  on  many  Council 
Committees.  Professor  Beckett  was  the 
Charter  Gold  Medallist  of  the  Society  in 
1977.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Medical 
Commission  of  the  International  Olympic 
Committee  specialising  in  the  procedures 
for  testing  if  athletes  have  taken  drugs  to 
aid  their  performance.  Additionally  he  is 
now  an  administrator  of  the  International 
Olympic  Committee  Association  for 
research  into  sports  medicine. 

A  past  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences  of  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation, 
Professor  Beckett  was  awarded  their  Host 
Madsen  Medal  at  FIP  '82. 

Professor  Beckett,  the  recipient  of 
numerous  awards  for  his  academic  work 
in  many  countries,  as  well  as  several 
honorary  degrees,  told  C&D:  "I  am 
pleased  to  get  this  award  on  behalf  of 
pharmacy". 

Professor 
George  Teeling 
Smith,  has  been 
director  of  the 
Office  of  Health 
Economics  since  it 
was  established  in 
1962.  Professor 
Teeling  Smith  told 
C&D:  "lam 
delighted  with  this 
award.  It 

is  a  very  nice  form  of  recognition  of  the 
work  of  the  OHE  as  a  whole". 

A  mathematician  first  and  a 
pharmacist  second,  Professor  Teeling 
Smith  came  down  from  Cambridge  in 
1951  with  a  BA  in  mathematics  and 
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natural  sciences  before  completing 
pharmaceutical  studies  at  Heriot  Watt 
College  in  1954.  After  serving  an 
apprenticeship  in  the  laboratories  of  an 
Edinburgh  firm,  T&H  Smith,  he  spent 
three  years  "on  the  road"  as  medical 
representative  with  Duncan  &  Flockhart. 
During  the  next  five  years  working  for 
Winthrop  in  Britain  and  Europe,  he  rose 
to  become  deputy  managing  director 
before  joining  the  OHE  in  1962. 

Mr  Eric  E. 
Stabler,  FPS,  has 
been  secretary  of 
the  PPA  (England), 
since  1964  and 
before  that  deputy 
secretary  from 
1949. Indeed,  apart 
from  a  brief 
spell  in  community  pharmacy  in  Weston- 
super-Mare  pre-war  and  a  similar  short 
period  after  qualifying  from  the  Merchant 
Venturers  College,  Bristol,  in  1947,  Mr 
Stabler  has  devoted  his  pharmaceutical 
career  to  the  PPA.  The  second  world  war 
caused  Mr  Stabler's  pharmacy  studies  for 
the  Chemist  and  Druggist  qualification  to 
be  neatly  bisected. 

Mr  Stabler  told  C&D  that  as  far  has  he 
is  aware,  this  is  the  first  time  anyone  has 
received  such  an  honour  specifically  for 
work  done  within  the  PPA.

What  role? 


You  will  see  in  "Letters"  (p28)  a  reply  to 
my  article  on  Rural  Pharmacists 
Association  activities.  In  it,  John  Davies 
confirms  the  rumour  was  correct  and 
"over  20  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committees"  have  joined  RPA. 

I  imagine  when  the  LPCs  gave  our 
money  they  thought  they  were  helping  the 
RPA's  splendid  publicity  to  reach  a  wider 
and  more  influential  audience.  So  they 
should  have  felt  as  sick  as  parrots  when 
they  realised  the  cash  was  going  to  be  used 
to  finance  an  injunction  against  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  over  Clothier.  My  information 
is  that  LPCs  were  not  told  of  this  at  the 
time  of  canvass. 

In  my  view,  when  a  self-appointed 
group,  even  one  working  within  narrow 
limits,  threatens  to  sabotage  the  years  of 
work  of  the  men  we  contractors  appointed 
to  negotiate  the  best  deal  we  could  get 
under  Clothier,  and  could  have  destroyed 
the  standstill  as  a  result,  someone  has  to 
draw  a  line  at  which  enthusiastic 
amateurism  must  stop. 

By  waving  a  sword  which  came 
precious  near  cutting  the  fragile  thread 
drawing  us  closer  to  agreement,  the 
RPA's  role  changed  fundamentally  and 
became  potentially  dangerous  to  the  very 
people  it  is  wanting  to  help. 

As  for  the  innocent  members  of  the  20 
LPCs?  Being  on  committees  set  up  by 
statute,  they  must  consider  very  carefully 
before  they  allocate  funds  without 
specifying  exactly  what  it  is  to  be  used  for. 
It  would  seen  that  in  "joining"  RPA  they 
lost  control  of  the  use  of  our  funds  to  a 
non-accountable  body. 

As  it  happens  I  am  closer  to  the  RPA 
than  they  might  think,  and  certainly 
support  the  view  that  pharmacists  should 
join  them  —  particularly  if  they  are 
prepared  to  take  an  active  role  in  re- 
defining thoughtfully  the  vision  RPA  has 
of  itself. 

Finally,  I  too  think  the  arrangement 
made  so  far  regarding  the  option  forms  is 
rotten.  But  I  tell  you,  it  would  be  better  to 
accept  this  than  to  lose  the  lot  by 


intransigence.  We  could  slide  into  anarchy 
if  Clothier  is  not  agreed  soon. 


Publicity 


You  may  notice  another  letter  in 
correspondence,  this  time  from  W.  E. 
Small  of  Cowes.  I  thank  him  for  his 
praise,  but  while  I  am  glad  he  agrees  with 
me  over  the  nonsense  of  the  logo,  I  am 
sorry  he  cannot  grasp  the  essential 
difference  between  local  PR  —  which  is 
what  we  do  all  day  if  we  have  any  wit  at  all 
—  and  national  PR.  It  is  a  matter  of 
different  levels  of  perception. 

There  is  no  doubt  at  all  that 
pharmacists  as  individuals  in  business  can 
become  greatly  valued  by  their  customers, 
and  respected  in  the  communities  they 
serve.  But  this  is  at  a  personal  level.  It 
concerns  our  customers.  People  who  have 
to  use  us.  But  it  is  not  enough  to  ensure 
our  survival  unless  we  are  also  thought  of 
as  national  assets. 

The  awareness  has  to  be  extended 
from  the  personal  to  the  public  arena.  It  is 
great  that  Mr  Small  —  another  rugged 
individualist  —  can  project  himself  so 
well,  but  if  he  wants  our  profession  to 
flourish  in  the  decades  ahead  perhaps  he 
could  consider  helping  improve  the  image 
of  other  pharmacists  as  an  extension  of  his 
self-interest?  I  don't  believe  that  the 
splendid  isolation  he  enjoys  does  much  to 
help  all  the  rest  of  us  who  take  (or  have 
taken)  offices  in  our  profession,  in  our 
own  time,  for  nothing,  for  the  1  ove  of  it. 

Dear  Mr  Small,  if  you  keep  your  nose 
to  your  own  grindstone  the  whole  time,  all 
you  are  going  to  see  is  grit  and  slurry,  and 
all  you'll  get  is  a  sore  nose.  Look  up  and 
see  you  are  part  of  a  bigger  scheme,  and 
accept  some  responsibility  for  enhancing 
the  prospects  for  a  profession  which  you 
tell  us  has  given  you  enjoyment  and  a 
comfortable  living. 

If  you  want  to  set  up  an  RPA  (Retail 
Pharmacists  Association)  get  on  with  it. 
Put  your  £50  in.  Then  ask  yourself  how  to 
achieve  what  you  want.  That's  right  .  .  . 
publicity;  PR;  just  the  same  as  the  (other) 
RPA,  the  PSNC,  the  NPA,  even  the 
PSGB.

POINTS  OF  LAW 


Contributed  by  a  barrister 

Responsibility  for 
safety  at  work 

The  occupiers  of  business  premises  are  under  a  legal 
duty  to  see  that  their  premises  are  in  a  safe  condition. 
This  requirement  applies  not  only  in  respect  of  the  well- 
being  of  their  employees,  but  also  in  respect  of  anyone 
else  who  may  enter  on  to  those  premises  (customers, 
clients,  visiting  representatives  etc). 


The  occupier  (who  will  normally  be  the 
owner  of  the  business  operating  from  the 
premises)  is  liable  for  any  injuries  incurred 
as  a  result  of  hazards  which  he  knows 
about  or  should  have  known  about.  It  is 
no  defence  to  say  you  did  not  know  that 
some  tiling  or  lino  was  raised  at  the  edges 
endangering  persons  who  might  trip  on 
the  protruding  edges.  The  courts  will  say 
that  this  was  a  danger  you  should  have 
been  aware  of  by  reasonable  inspection. 

Reasonable  care 

Your  only  defence  would  be  if  you  could 
show  that  the  edge  causing  the  danger 
came  up  immediately  before  an  accident, 
and  that  there  was  no  reasonable  way  of 
foreseeing  that  this  would  happen. 
Particular  care  has  to  be  taken  where 
there  are  builders  working  on  the  premises 
—  either  decorating  or  doing  some 
construction  work. 

Proper  warnings  have  to  be  given  in 
these  circumstances.  It  is  not  good  enough 
to  put  up  a  "Danger  —  Men  at  Work" 
notice,  you  are  under  a  duty  to  warn 
specifically  about  the  hazard  and  if 
necessary  rope  off  or  screen  the  area 
where  the  work  is  being  carried  out. 

What  happens  if  a  contractor  has 


carried  out  some  work  but  has  finished  it 
in  a  negligent  way?  Say  for  example  you 
have  had  some  floor  boards  relaid,  and 
the  work  has  been  done  so  badly  that 
someone  stepping  on  the  floor  boards  has 
caused  them  to  tilt  with  a  resultant  injury. 
Who  is  then  liable?  The  person  injured 
will  undoubtedly  make  a  claim  against 
you,  but  you  will  be  able  to  join  the 
contractors  concerned  as  co-defendants 
and  if  the  case  ever  did  come  to  court,  the 
judge  would  then  have  to  decide  whether 
or  not  all  the  liability  fell  on  the 
contractor  concerned. 

In  any  case,  if  you  are  insured  for  this 
type  of  liability  and  the  contractor  is 
similarly  insured,  then  the  respective 
insurance  companies  would  no  doubt 
negotiate  an  appropriate  settlement  and 
try  to  reach  agreement  on  whom  the 
blame  should  fall. 

Employees'  responsibility 

Most  employers  are  now  aware  that  they 
have  a  legal  responsibility  to  ensure  a  safe 
system  of  work  operates  on  their  business 
premises.  This  is  true  for  both  large  and 
small  undertakings. 

Any  breach  of  this  duty  can  result  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  employer  under 


health  and  safety  regulations.  However, 
many  employees  do  not  know  that  a 
failure  to  take  care  of  their  own  health 
and  safety  and  that  of  others  at  work 
could  result  in  a  prosecution  being  lodged 
against  them  rather  than  the  management 
or  owner  of  the  business  concerned. 

Inspector's  discretion 

Prosecutions  have  been  taken  against 
employees  who  did  not  carry  out  a  safety 
obligation,  even  though  it  was  only  the 
employee  involved  who  was  injured  as  a 
result.  Of  course,  a  health  and  safety 
inspector  has  the  discretion  not  only 
whether  to  bring  a  prosecution  but  also  to 
decide  against  whom  a  prosecution  should 
be  brought.  Even  though  an  employee 
may  be  at  fault  in  the  safety  field,  the 
management  might  nevertheless  be 
prosecuted  if  there  was  neglect  in 
installing  and  maintaining  a  safe  system  of 
work,  or  if  there  was  a  lack  of  adequate 
supervision. 

However,  a  manager-owner  cannot 
stand  over  each  and  every  one  of  his 
employees  for  every  minute  of  the 
working  day.  This  means  that,  in  some 
cases,  the  inspector  will  decide  the 
management  has  done  everything 
reasonable  to  instruct  employees  and  to 
maintain  a  system  of  warnings.  If  the 
employee  then  acted  in  sheer  carelessness 
or  wilful  negligence  while  knowing  what 
he  or  she  should  have  done,  then  the 
prosecution  will  be  brought  against  that 
employee  only.  It  is  important,  therefore, 
that  safety  conscious  owners  and 
managers  should  draw  this  fact  to  the 
attention  of  their  employees  throughout 
the  business.  This  will  help  bring  about  a 
realisation  that  safety  is  everyone's 
concern  —  and  not  just  something  that 
can  be  shuffled  off  as  a  management 
responsibility. 


Compulsory  liability 
insurance 


should  be  made  to  see  that  there  is  an 
adequate  policy  and,  moreover,  that  it  is 
maintained  properly.  The  term  business 
includes  any  trade  or  profession  large  or 
small,  whether  owned  by  an  individual,  a 
partnership  or  a  limited  company. 

There  is  no  need  to  insure  for  claims 
made  by  independent  contractors 
(although  it  would  be  wise  to  do  this  on  a 
voluntary  basis)  nor  where  the  only 
employees  consist  of  close  relatives. 

The  insurance  policy  must  be  taken 
out  with  an  authorised  insurer,  and  you 
should  check  that  your  insurers  are  on  the 
list  kept  by  the  Department  of  Trade.  An 
up  to  date  certificate  must  be  supplied  to 
the  effect  that  insurance  is  in  force  and 
this  must  be  displayed  at  the  place  of 
business  for  the  information  of 
employees. 

A  failure  to  display  the  certificate  can 


result  in  a  prosecution  or  fine.  An 
authorised  inspector  can  ask  to  see  it  or  to 
have  a  copy  sent  to  him.  He  also  has  the 
right  to  ask  for  the  actual  policy  to  be 
produced  for  inspection.  It  should  be 
stressed  that  because  you  have  this 
insurance  in  force  it  does  not  entitle  an 
employee  to  make  a  claim  for 
compensation  for  every  disease  or  injury 
incurred  in  the  course  of  employment. 

What  it  does  do  is  to  ensure  that,  if  an 
employee  has  a  rightful  legal  claim 
because  of  your  negligence  or  in  other 
circumstances  where  you  are  legally  liable, 
then  there  is  insurance  cover  to  meet  any 
claims  that  may  be  made  upon  you.  If 
there  is  no  negligence  on  your  part,  then 
there  is  no  claim  on  the  part  of  the 
employee.

Counting  the 
pennies 


In  these  difficult  economic  circumstances, 
it  is  important  that  a  business  should 
ensure  that  every  penny  that  might  be 
available  to  the  undertaking,  actually 
finds  its  way  into  the  accounts. 

Yet  one  only  has  to  stand  in  any 
clearing  bank  branch  to  see  businesses 
paying  takings  and  income  into  current 
accounts. 

It  is  true  that  in  many  cases,  the  firm 
concerned  has  to  immediately  make  out 
cheques  to  meet  outstanding  bills. 
However,  it  is  also  true  that  the  money 
paid  in  may  not  be  required  to  be  drawn 
upon  for  a  week  or  two  —  and  in  some 
cases,  for  as  long  as  a  month.  There  is 
thus  no  reason  why  this  cash  should  not 
be  paid  into  a  deposit  account  where  it 
will  start  earning  interest. 

The  banks  themselves  admit  frankly 
that  quite  a  large  proportion  of  their 
profits  come  from  customers  who  leave 
money  in  current  accounts,  which  the 
bank  then  utilises  to  make  interest  for 
themselves.  Those  responsible  for 
managing  a  business  should  recognise  that 
it  is  not  only  the  private  customer  who  is 
guilty  of  denying  himself  fair  interest. 

Bank  managers  will  tell  you  privately, 
if  pressed,  that  much  of  the  money  left  on 
current  account  is  that  deposited  by  small 
and  medium  businesses.  If,  therefore,  you 
have  no  deposit  account,  you  should  open 
one  immediately.  If  you  already  have  a 
deposit  account  make  sure  you  use  it 
fully.  The  interest  earned  could  make  all 
the  difference  to  the  profitability  —  and 
in  some  cases  the  viability  —  of  your  firm. 


Credit  controls 


The  announcement  by  the  Government 
recently  that  financial  controls  on  credit 
have  been  removed  may  have  caused  some 
confusion.  The  use  of  headlines  such  as 
"Credit  controls  To  Go"  or  "Hire 
Purchase  Controls  Abolished"  might 
have  led  some  to  believe  that  all  statutory 
controls  relating  to  hire-purchase  and 
credit  sales  have  been  swept  aside.  In  fact 
all  that  has  happened  is  that  the  controls 
relating  to  minimum  deposits  and  the 
period  during  which  payments  must  be 
completed  have  now  gone.  All  other  hire 
purchase  controls  are  still  in  force. 

This  means  that  the  person  or  body 
buying  goods  on  HP  must  still  be 
informed  of  certain  rights  and  certain 
information.  In  broad  terms,  these  are:- 

□  The  total  charge  for  credit  including 
the  true  annual  percentage  rate. 

□  The  amount  of  payments  due  and 
when  payment  should  be  made. 

□  The  price  at  which  the  goods  or  items 
can  be  bought  for  cash. 


□  The  body  or  person  to  whom  payment 
should  be  made. 

□  Details  of  the  rights  of  the  debtor  to 
pay  off  the  debt  earlier  and  the  terms 
under  which  this  can  be  done. 

In  addition,  a  copy  of  the  agreement 
must  be  given  to  the  debtor.  At  the  time  of 
signature  all  the  terms  must  be  contained 
in  the  agreement.  If  the  formalities  are  not 
complied  with,  the  creditor  may  not  be 
able  to  enforce  the  agreement  without 
going  to  court,  and  even  then  —  if  there  is 
a  major  breach  of  the  condition  —  the 
court  will  refuse  an  enforcement  order. 
Although  the  financial  controls  have 
gone,  the  above  controls  are  still  very 
much  part  of  credit  law  and  are  likely  to 
remain  so. 


Auditing  your 
accounts 

If  you  run  your  business  as  a  limited 
company,  there  are  certain  formalities 
that  you  must  observe  by  law.  One  of  the 
first  is  to  have  your  accounts  audited 
annually.  The  auditor  must  be 
independent  and,  under  the  Companies 
Acts,  he  must  be  a  qualified  accountant. 
You  cannot  use  someone  who  is  not 
suitably  qualified.  He  must  be  either  a 
chartered  or  certified  accountant. 

Even  if  one  of  your  employees  or 
directors  has  such  a  qualification,  he  is 
not  allowed  to  act  as  an  auditor.  It  must 
be  someone  from  outside  of  the  company. 
The  auditors  are  appointed  at  the  first 
general  meeting  before  which  the  accounts 
are  presented  and  the  appointment  goes 
on  until  the  next  such  meeting.  These 
meetings  must  be  held  at  least  annually. 

If  you  wish  to  remove  an  auditor,  you 
cannot  do  this  in  cavalier  fashion.  You 
must  give  him  advance  notice  of  your 
intention  and  notice  of  the  meeting  at 
which  it  is  proposed  to  remove  him.  He 
must  also  be  given  the  opportunity  of 
addressing  the  meeting  and  submitting  a 
written  statement  if  he  so  desires. 

If  an  auditor  has  fallen  out  with  the 
directors  and  wishes  to  resign,  he  can  give 
notice  to  the  directors  and  give  details  of 
the  reasons  for  the  resignation.  This 
statement  can  include  a  requirement  that 
there  are  matters  which  should  be  brought 
to  the  notice  of  other  shareholders  and/or 
creditors  of  the  business. 

The  directors  must  send  a  copy  of  such 
notice  to  the  registrar  of  companies. 
When  the  accounts  have  been  audited, 
most  of  the  resulting  information  must 
also  be  filed  with  the  registrar. 

Finally,  in  performing  his  duties,  an 
auditor  has  to  be  given  access  to  the  books 
and  vouchers  of  the  company,  and  he  can, 
at  any  time,  demand  information  from 
the  directors  and  officers  of  the  company 
on  any  matter  that  impinges  on  his  duty  as 
an  auditor.  These  are  wide  powers  but 
they  have  been  given  to  protect  the 
interests  not  only  of  the  directors  but  also 
the  shareholders  of  the  company  and  the 
public  in  general. 


Notice  of  loss 


It  is  a  sad  fact  that  many  businessmen, 
even  though  they  take  out  full  insurance 
against  risks  that  might  beset  their 
businesses,  rarely  bother  to  read  the  full 
conditions  of  their  policies.  This  can  lead 
to  difficulties  when  a  loss  occurs  since 
there  is  normally  a  strict  time  limit  within 
which  losses  should  be  notified  to  the 
insurance  company  concerned.  If  this 
time  limit  is  not  observed  the  insurers  are 
at  liberty  to  refuse  payment  on  the  claim. 

It  is  also  essential  to  read  the 
conditions  to  see  where  and  how  losses 
must  be  notified.  If  it  is  stated  that  a  loss 
report  must  be  sent  to  the  head  office  it  is 
no  good  handing  it  to  a  local  agent  or 
broker.  Notification  should  follow  the 
rules  set  out  in  the  policy. 

The  policy  will  also  require  that 
particulars  of  the  loss  be  given.  In  the  case 
of  a  large  scale  theft  or  a  major  fire  where 
records  are  destroyed,  it  may  not  be 
possible  to  do  this  straightaway,  but  the 
insurance  company  should  be  notified  of 
this  fact  immediately  and  told  that  the  full 
particulars  will  follow  as  soon  as  possible. 
In  practice  this  is  acceptable  to  the 
insurers.  The  onus  of  proving  the  amount 
of  the  loss  is  on  the  insured,  and  the 
insurers  can  demand  records  and 
statements  from  the  insured  to  justify  the 
amount  of  his  claim. 

Many  businesses  keep  their  insurance 
policies  on  company  premises.  If  the 
premises  are  destroyed  by  fire  then  the 
policy  will  also  go  up  in  flames. 

The  policy  should  therefore  be  kept 
elsewhere. 


Mistakes  in  payment 


As  a  result  of  recent  legal  decisions,  if  a 
business  makes  an  overpayment  in  error 
to  another  business  or  to  an  employee,  the 
right  to  reclaim  the  money  overpaid  is 
clouded  in  some  doubt. 

The  principles  are  as  follows.  If  you 
pay  over  excess  amounts  in  circumstances 
where  the  other  party  knew  or  should 
have  known  that  an  overpayment  was 
being  made,  then  the  law  will  support  you 
obtaining  a  refund.  Even  if  the  other 
party  had  no  way  of  knowing  that  over- 
payment was  being  made,  then  if  the 
money  has  not  been  spent  it  can  usually  be 
recovered  if  a  genuine  mistake  has  been 
made. 

If,  however,  the  other  party,  because 
of  your  actions,  thought  that  the  right 
amount  was  being  paid  and  if  the  money 
is  no  longer  available  for  refund,  the  other 
party  would  not  be  liable  to  repay.  This 
would  apply  where  you  handed  the  other 
party  a  full  statement  showing  the 
redundancy  money  due  as  mentioned  in 
the  example  above.  If,  therefore,  you  are 
making  payments  of  the  kind  mentioned 
and  you  are  not  certain  of  the  position, 
make  sure  you  receive  advice  before 
handing  over  a  cheque  or  cash.  ■

Three  new  Fellows 
for  NI  Society 


Two  past  presidents  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  and  a  hospital 
pharmacist  with  community  pharmacy 
experience  were  elected  Fellows  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  at  the  December  meeting  of 
Council.  They  are  Mr  James  Anderson 
Brown,  Mr  George  Winston  Davis  and  Mr 
John  James  Knox. 

James  Brown  of  Belfast  served  his 
apprenticeship  with  Grattan  &  Co  Ltd, 
Corn  Market,  and  for  some  years  worked 
as  a  medical  representative  for  Glaxo 
before  opening  up  his  own  pharmacy.  Mr 
Brown  was  UCA  president  in  1959.  He 
served  as  a  member  of  Council  and  a 
member  of  the  executive  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association. 

Holywood  pharmacist  George  Davis 
qualified  as  a  pharmacist  in  Great  Britain 
and  then  served  in  the  Royal  Air  Force 
during  the  war  before  registering  in 
Northern  Ireland  in  1946.

The  application  of  Abiodum 
Odumosu,  Northern  Pharmacies  Ltd, 
Brownlow  Health  Centre,  Legahory, 
Craigavon,  Co  Armagh,  for  registration 
as  a  student  was  granted. 

Weekend  course 

The  secretary  reported  that  Dr  T.G. 
Booth  and  Dr  I.F.  Jones,  Bradford 
University,  had  accepted  the  Council's 
invitation  to  give  a  weekend  course  on 
management  in  the  Society's  Lecture  Hall 
from  March  18-20.  The  hope  was 
expressed  that  both  students  presently 
undergoing  practical  training  and 
registered  pharmacists  would  attend  the 
course  which  included  a  session  on  the 
Drug  Tariff  and  another  on  the  fitting  of 
elastic  hosiery. 

A  reply  has  been  received  from  the 
DHSS  following  the  Council's  comments 
on  the  draft  of  the  model  licence  for 
pharmacies  in  health  centres.  A  meeting 
of  the  committee  that  deals  with  this 
matter  has  been  arranged  for  January  6 
and  the  correspondence  is  to  be  referred 
to  that  committee.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  ask  if  it  would  be  possible  to 
obtain  further  copies  of  the  draft  model 
licences. 

A  report  was  received  of  a  meeting 
attended  by  the  four  area  pharmaceutical 
officers  and  representatives  of  the 
Council.  Mr  T.  O'Rourke  said  he  would 
very  much  like  to  see  the  four  officers 
attend  each  of  their  Health  Board's 
meetings.  Although  the  agenda  for  a 
meeting  might  not  appear  to  indicate  a 
discussion  of  a  pharmaceutical  topic,  such 
were  occasionally  raised  in  the  course  of 
questions  or  discussions.  As  some  of  the 
Health  Boards  did  not  now  include  a 
pharmacist  member  he  thought  it  would 
be  advisable  for  the  APhO  to  be  present. 


Animal  test  facts 


The  association  representing  cosmetics, 
toiletries  and  perfumery  manufacturers 
states  that  it  does  not  know  of  any 
manufacturer  that  can  claim  that  animals 
are  not  used  at  some  stage  or  other  in  the 
manufacture  and  testing  of  its  products.  It 
also  states  that  legal  requirements  of  the 
UK  and  the  EEC  make  animal  testing 
necessary. 

Yet  I  read  that  Boots  ceased  animal 
testing  for  their  No  7  range  seven  years 
ago  and  letters  indicate  that  Lentheric, 
Cyclax  and  Yardley  do  not  use  animals  in 
the  testing  of  their  goods.  Weleda  and 
Beauty  Without  Cruelty  also  are  adamant 
that  they  do  not  use  or  test  on  animals, 
and  I  wonder  if  the  key  to  this  confusing 
matter  is  that  natural  raw  materials  are 
not  governed  by  the  legal  requirements 
that  synthetic  materials  appear  to  be. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  claims  of 
Weleda,  Beauty  Without  Cruelty  (in  spite 
of  the  problems  of  trying  to  become  their 
stockist),  Lentheric,  Cyclax,  Yardley  and 
Boots  are  valid  in  that  they  do  not  use 
animals  in  the  testing  and  production,  and 
can  be  substantiated.  This  is  important  to 
me  as  I  strongly  object  to  selling  cosmetics 
that  have  caused  immense  and  shameful 
suffering  in  their  production. 

I  fully  intend  to  cease  selling  any 
product  which  conflicts  with  my 
conscience  in  this  matter.  If  anybody  can 
enlighten  me  to  sources  of  information 
that  will  help  me  more  fully  understand 
this  situation,  which  causes  great  concern 
to  many  people,  I  will  be  most  grateful.

Logos:  good  and 
bad 

The  developing  argument  over  a  proposed 
logo  for  pharmacy  is  proving  so 
interesting  that  I  hesitate  to  introduce  an 
additional  distractive  factor,  but  Mr 
Jenkins  makes  an  assertion  (Letters, 
December  1 1 )  that  cannot  go 
unchallenged.

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The  chemotherapy  of 

cancer:  part  2

In  the  first  article  of  this  series  we  considered  the  basic 
nature  of  the  disease  and  the  non-medicinal  treatments 
for  it.  We  now  turn  to  treatments  involving  the  use  of 
drugs  and  some  of  the  principles  underlying  cytotoxic 
chemotherapy. 


of  tumour  cells.  A  drug  which  kills  99,999 
per  cent  of  malignant  cells  will  "cure" 
most  animals  with  104  tumour  cells,  but 
only  40  per  cent  of  animals  with  106 
tumour  cells  and  none  will  be  cured  if  the 
tumour  cell  load  is  109.  It  is  clear  that  the 
same  drug  may  be  curative  if  the 
malignant  cell  load  is  small,  or  ineffective 
if  it  is  large,  so  it  is  crucial  to  success  to 
treat  patients  when  the  malignant  cell  load 
is  minimal. 

Consequently,  the  best  results  are 
usually  obtained  when  chemotherapy 
follows  immediately  after  the  bulk  of  the 
primary  tumour  and  metastatic  deposits 
have  been  removed  or  destroyed  by 
surgery  or  radiotherapy.  This  is  the 
concept  of  adjuvant  chemotherapy. 


Cell  Numbers  and  Adjuvant 
Chemotherapy.  For  most  solid  tumours 
the  available  techniques  are  unable  to 
detect  less  than  about  109  malignant  cells, 
about  lg  of  tumour.  There  is  intense 
activity  directed  towards  improving  this 
situation  and  a  number  of  immunological 
assays  have  been  introduced  which  can 
detect  tumour  markers,  such  as  alpha- 
fetoprotein  and  human  chorionic 
gonadotrophin,  in  very  low 
concentration.  However,  patients  present 
only  when  symptoms  occur,  so  there  is 
already  a  significant  mass  of  malignant 
tissue  at  that  time.  It  is  not  currently 
practicable  to  screen  all  of  the  high  risk 
groups,  eg  the  elderly,  smokers,  for  the 
presence  of  tumour  markers,  nor  may  it 
be  so  in  the  future. 

Further,  a  patient  will  die  when  the 
malignant  cell  load  is  about  1012- 1 3 1 3 ,  or 
about  1  -  10kg  of  tissue.  Thus  Fig  1  shows 
that  although  the  rate  of  growth  is  non- 
linear, being  slower  in  the  later  stages,  a 
tumour  has  generally  passed  through 
some  two-thirds  of  its  life  span  at  the  time 


of  diagnosis.  Thus  there  is  usually  no  such 
thing  as  "early  detection,"  and  when 
symptoms  first  arise  most  tumours  must 
be  regarded  as  disseminated.  However, 
some  tumours  may  be  localised,  in  which 
case  surgery  and  radiotherapy  will  be 
curative,  but  there  are  often  numerous 
undetectable  micrometastatic  deposits 
which  are  accessible  only  to  chemotherapy 
or  immunotherapy. 

If  the  time  taken  for  a  tumour  to 
double  in  size  is  30  days  initially,  the  mass 
will  increase  from,  say,  O.Olg  to  0.02g  in 
30  days,  or  from  O.Olg  to  0.04g  in  60  days, 
and  such  a  change  is  not  detectable  nor 
will  it  produce  symptoms.  However,  even 
if  the  doubling  time  in  the  later  stages 
increases  to  60  days,  lg  of  tumour  will 
become  2g  in  60  days  and  this  change  will 
produce  a  marked  increase  in  symptoms. 
Although  the  growth  rate  slows  in  the 
later  stages  of  the  disease,  symptom 
progression  accelerates. 

Research  with  cell  cultures  and 
animals  has  shown  that  a  drug  used  in  a 
particular  way  will  kill  a  fixed  proportion 


The  cell  cycle 


All  cells  pass  through  four  principle 
phases  when  dividing  (Fig  2).  Following 
mitosis,  cells  enter  the  Gl -phase,  in  which 
there  is  rapid  cytoplasmic  growth  and 
RNA  turnover.  This  phase  may  vary  in 
length  from  a  few  hours  to  many  years, 
most  normal  cells  remaining  in  it 
throughout  their  life.  The  intense 
biochemical  activity  in  this  phase  offers 
many  opportunities  for  drug  action.  The 
S-phase  is  the  principal  period  of  nucleic 
acid  replication,  purine  and  pyrimidine 
bases  being  synthesised  into  DNA,  and 
drugs  may  interfere  in  this  process  by 
enzyme  inhibition  or  by  preventing 
incorporation  of  the  bases.  There  follows 
a  relatively  short  period  of  consolidation, 
the  G2-phase,  with  limited  possiblities  for 
therapeutic  intervention.  Finally,  the 
M-phase  of  actual  mitosis  occurs,  a 
process  which  may  be  affected  by  a  small 
number  of  drugs.  Table  1  shows  the 
effects  of  some  drugs  on  the  progression 
of  cells  through  this  cycle.

Cycling  cells  proceed  through  the  cycle 
described  above  without  interruption. 
However,  cells  may  leave  the  cycle, 
temporarily  or  for  long  periods,  and  enter 
a  period  of  dormancy,  the  G0-phase, 
either  from  the  G,-phase  or  from  other 
points  in  the  cycle.  Not  all  of  the  daughter 
cells  produced  by  replication  are  viable 
and  between  20-80  per  cent  may  die  due  to 
replication  defects  in  the  DNA.  Since 
death  may  also  occur  when  cells  are 
dormant,  the  fraction  lost  overall  may 
reach  70-90  per  cent. 

Further,  there  are  three  cell 
compartments.  The  stem  cells  form  the 
smallest  of  these  and  can  replicate  as  such 
indefinitely.  If  necessary,  they  can 
become  differentiated  cells,  which  form 
the  various  functional  cells  of  a  tissue, 
which  have  only  a  limited  replicative 
capacity,  eventually  entering  the  dead  cell 
compartment.  The  destruction  of 
differentiated  cells  by  drugs  or 
radiotherapy,  or  their  removal  by  surgery, 
will  stimulate  some  stem  cells  to 
differentiate  and  divide  to  replace  the 
loss.  If  this  lethal  process  is  prolonged,  the 
stem  cell  compartment  will  become  so 
depleted  that  the  tissue  will  die.  If  the 
tissue  is  neoplastic,  the  tumour  will  be 
destroyed  and  the  patient  cured,  but  if  this 
process  occurs  in  the  bone  marrow, 
excessive  depletion  of  the  haematopoietic 
cells  will  result  in  the  death  of  the  patient. 
It  will  be  clear  that  all  cytotoxic  drugs  are 
potentially  lethal,  so  the  aim  of 
chemotherapy  is  obviously  to  destroy  the 
tumour  with  minimal  harm  to  the  patient. 

Although  it  is  frequently  said  that 
tumours  grow  "faster"  than  normal 
tissue,  this  is  not  generally  so.  The 
effective  growth  rate  of  a  tumour  is 
measured  by  the  doubling  time,  the  time 
taken  for  it  to  double  in  size,  and  this 
depends  on  the  average  time  between  cell 
divisions,  the  fraction  of  cells  actively 
dividing  and  the  proportion  of  cells  which

die  after  each  division.  The 
chemosensitivity  of  a  tumour,  like  its 
radiosensitivity,  is  roughly  proportional 
to  its  growth  fraction,  the  proportion 
actively  dividing,  since  damage  to  the 
DNA  of  the  cell  nuclei  becomes  more 
significant  as  each  reproductive  cycle 
emphasises  any  abnormality  in  the 
nucleus.  Damaged  cells  often  undergo 
several  divisions  before  death  occurs,  and 
cell  death  is  greatest  during  the  S-phase  of 
intensive  DNA  replication. 

Types  of  cytotoxic  drug 

There  are  five  principal  types  of  drug, 
classified  primarily  on  the  basis  of  their 
biochemical  activity,  determined  in  vitro. 
The  classes  to  which  a  number  of  common 
drugs  belong  are  indicated  in  Table  1 . 

The  alkylating  agents  all  have  at  least 
two  highly  reactive  chemical  groups, 
commonly  2-chloroethyl,  which  react  with 
adjacent  guanine  bases  in  DNA,  causing 
defects  in  the  replication  of  the  DNA 
strand.  All  of  these  compounds  are  highly

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reactive  and  will  react  with  proteins  and 
other  compounds  in  the  body,  so  drug 
availability  is  often  improved  by  adding 
an  amino-acid  (melphalan)  or  a  ring 
structure  (cyclophosphamide)  to  the 
nitrogen,  so  that  the  drug  is  absorbed  and 
then  metabolised  to  the  active  form. 
Because  of  their  high  reactivity,  alkylating 
agents  act  in  all  phases  of  the  cell  cycle, 
but  are  more  active  against  cycling  cells 
than  against  resting  ones. 

Antimetabolites  act  by  preventing  the 
synthesis  either  of  essential  proteins 
(colaspase)  or  of  nucleic  acids 
(mercaptopurine  and  fluorouracil),  or 
they  may  be  incorporated  into  DNA  to 
give  an  inactive  molecule.  Methotrexate  is 
a  folic  acid  antagonist  which  blocks  DNA 
systhesis.  It  is  often  used  in  very  high 
doses  followed  by  "folinic  acid  rescue," 
ie  the  natural  metabolite  is  used  to  protect 
the  bone  marrow  stem  cells. 
Mercaptopurine  and  thioguanine  interfere 
with  DNA  synthesis.  Mercaptopurine  is 
detoxified  by  the  enzyme  xanthine 
oxidase,  which  is  inhibited  by  allopurinol. 
// allopurinol  is  used  to  prevent 
hyperuricaemia  and  gout  during  anti- 
tumour  therapy  the  dose  of 
mercaptopurine  must  be  reduced 
substantially  to  avoid  unacceptable 
toxicity. 

Antibiotics:  Actinomycin, 
mithramycin  and  doxorubicin  inhibit  the 
synthesis  of  RNA,  though  in  different 
ways,  and  thus  prevent  the  synthesis  of 
essential  enzymes. 

Miscellaneous  Agents:  Hydroxyurea 
and  procarbazine  interfere  with  DNA 
synthesis  and  prenisolone  affects  the 
synthesis  of  both  DNA  and  proteins. 
However,  the  modes  of  action  of  many 
agents,  eg  dacarbazine,  razoxane  and 
cisplatin,  are  largely  unknown.  The  plant 
alkaloids  vinblastine  and  vincristine 
interfere  with  the  mitotic  process  in  cell 
division.

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Kinetic  aspects  of 
ig  action 


Following  the  development  of  techniques 
for  counting  stem  cells  it  was  discovered 
that  antineoplastic  agents  fall  into  two 
groups  (Table  2).  Class  II  drugs  are 
sometimes  called  "phase  specific"  or 
"cell  cycle  stage  specific"  agents,  since 
they  are  believed  to  act  primarily  at 
particular  phases  in  the  cell  cycle.  More 
importantly,  they  affect  tumour  stem  cells 
to  a  much  greater  extent  than  they  do 
bone  marrow  stem  cells  (Fig  3).  As  the 
dose  given  in  24  hours  is  increased  more 
stem  cells  are  killed  up  to  a  certain  plateau 
level,  after  which  there  is  no  increase  in 
cell  mortality. 

Probably,  drugs  used  in  this  way  kill 
cycling  stem  cells  but  do  not  affect  resting 
cells.  Since  death  of  the  cycling  stem  cells 
causes  dormant  cells  to  be  recruited  into 
the  cycle,  if  these  drugs  are  given  over  a 
period  exceeding  about  24  hours,  eg  five 
days,  the  stem  cell  compartment  of  the 
bone  marrow  may  be  exhausted  and  the 
patient  may  die.  Thus  toxicity  of  class  II 
drugs  is  time  dependent,  but  they  can  be 
given  safely  in  massive  doses  over  a  24 
hour  period  and,  provided  that  specific 
toxicity,  eg  to  kidneys,  heart  or  nervous 
system  is  avoided,  they  can  be  combined 
in  full  dosage. 

Class  III  drugs  are  sometimes 
described  as  "cycle  specific"  or, 
confusingly,  "cell  cycle  stage  non- 
specific" agents.  These  also  kill  tumour 
stem  cells  selectively,  but  give  an 
exponential  increase  in  mortality  with 
increasing  dose.  The  toxicity  of  class  III 
agents  is  therefore  dose  dependent  and  if 
these  drugs  are  used  in  combination  the 
doses  of  each  must  be  reduced  or  the 
patient  may  suffer  adverse  effects  and 
may  die. 

Class  I  agents  are  non-selective  and  of 
no  value  in  cancer  treatment,  but  the 
terminology  remains.

It  is  inherent  in  the  nature  of 
malignant  neoplastic  cells  that  they 
mutate  to  resistance  very  readily.  Drug 
resistance  is  one  of  the  major  problems  in 
cancer  treatment,  where  it  is  more 
important  even  than  in  antibiotic  therapy.

Current  ideas  about  this  are  illustrated  on 
Fig  4.  Fig  4a  shows  that  there  is  a  limited 
initial  period  in  the  growth  of  a  tumour  in 
which  there  are  no  resistant  cells  and  that 
resistance  arises  quite  suddenly,  so  that 
there  is  a  limited  "criticality  window" 
(XY  in  Fig  4a)  during  which  drugs  will  be 
curative  and  about  one  in  every  million  of 
the  malignant  cells  is  drug  resistant  at  the 
time  of  diagnosis.  Since  there  are  about 
109  tumour  cells  at  that  time,  it  follows 
from  this  theory  that  the  probability  of 
cure  is  high  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
disease,  but  declines  rapidly  as  the  tumour 
cell  load  increases  (Fig  4b). 

This  emphasises  the  need  for  the 
earliest  possible  use  of  adjuvant  cytotoxic 
chemotherapy  at  a  time  when  the  number 
of  tumour  cells  is  minimal.  Some 
clinicians  are  using  drug  treatment  before 
surgery  or  radiotherapy  with  good  results, 
presumably  because  the  end  result  is  the 
same  whether  the  tumour  bulk,  together 
with  its  resistant  cells,  is  removed  before 
or  after  chemotherapy. 

The  problem  of  resistance  is  also 
countered  by  using  drug  combinations, 
for  much  the  same  reasons  as  several 
antibiotics  are  used  together  when 
bacterial  resistance  to  individual 
antibiotics  is  a  substantial  problem,  eg  in 
tuberculosis  and  subacute  bacterial 
endocarditis,  and  combination 
chemotherapy  is  the  commonest  way  of 
using  the  drugs.  Combinations  may  give 


enhanced  effects  due  to  the  use  of  drugs 
with  different  modes  of  action  or  which 
act  at  different  points  in  the  cell  cycle,  but 
also  avoid  the  use  of  single  agents  in  doses 
which  would  cause  unacceptable  toxicity 
to  normal  tissue.  In  a  few  cases  one  drug 
may  protect  the  patient  from  toxic  effects 
of  another,  eg  cytarabine  against 
thioguanine  toxicity  and  razoxane  against 
the  cardiotoxicity  of  daunorobucin. 
Minimization  of  toxicity  is  crucially 
important. 

Drug  scheduling 

When  combinations  of  drugs  are  used,  it 
is  clearly  important  to  decide  which  drugs 
to  combine  and  the  precise  way  in  which 
they  should  be  used  to  produce  the 
maximum  benefit. 

Drug  selection  is  made  from  those  of 
known  effectiveness,  useful  single  agents 
being  recorded  in  compilations  from  the 
National  Cancer  Research  Institute  in  the 
USA.  However,  of  the  35  or  so  available 
agents,  most  have  never  been  evaluated 
adequately  in  most  types  of  tumour, 
except  for  breast,  colon  and  lung  cancer 
and  melanomas.  The  dosage  of  each  drug 
can  then  be  based  on  the  kinetic  class  to 
which  they  belong  and  calculated  from  the 
dose  per  square  metre  of  body  surface 
area,  which  is  closely  related  to  blood 
volume,  or  the  dose  per  kilogram  of  body 
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weight.  Careful  control  of  dosage  is 
essential,  since  the  drugs  generally  have  a 
low  margin  of  safety. 

The  order  in  which  drugs  are  used  is 
usually  empirical,  though  attempts  have 
been  made  to  relate  this  to  the  points  in 
the  cell  cycle  at  which  they  are  believed  to 
act.  The  drugs  should  be  administered  in 
repeated  short  pulses,  each  pulse  being 
given  over  about  24-36  hours. 

The  interval  between  pulses  should 
allow  the  bone  marrow  to  recover  without 
a  similar  recovery  occurring  in  the 
tumour.  Fig  5  illustrates  how  this  might 
work  in  a  successful  regime,  assuming  a 
100  times  greater  sensitivity  of  malignant 
than  haematopoietic  stem  cells  and  similar 
rates  of  recovery  for  both  types  of  cell.  If 
patients'  peripheral  blood  counts  are  not 
given  time  to  recover  to  levels  which  are 
normal  for  those  patients,  they  will  be 
harmed  irreparably  and  will  die. 
Conversely,  if  the  interval  is  too  long  the 
tumour  will  grow  and  kill  the  patient. 
Other  advantages  which  result  from  the 
intensive  short  pulse  approach  are  a 
reduction  in  adverse  effects,  and  in  the 
time  spent  in  hospital  (only  one  or  two 
nights  per  month),  so  patient  tolerance  is 
improved. 

Hormone  therapy 

Malignancies  which  arise  in  tissues  which 
are  sensitive  to  hormones  (Fig  6)  may  be 
influenced  by  hormone  administration,  so 
tumours  of  the  breast,  prostrate,  thyroid 
and  uterus  may  be  treated  in  this  way. 
Renal  carcinomas  and  malignant 
melanomas  may  also  respond  to 
endocrine  manipulation,  for  reasons 
which  are  not  understood.  Metastatic 
deposits  may  respond  to  hormones  even 
though  the  primary  tumour  may  not, 
giving  prolonged  survival  or  an  improved 
quality  of  life. 

Many  breast  cancers  possess  oestrogen 
receptors  in  their  cells  which  can  be 
detected  in  the  laboratory.  Over  90  per 
cent  of  patients  with  such  tumours  will 
respond  to  oestrogens,  compared  with 
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CRF,    Corticotrophin  releasing  factor

only  10  per  cent  of  those  whose  tumours 
do  not  possess  these  receptors.  Other 
approaches  which  may  be  useful  to 
destroy  or  remove  hormone-producing 
tissues,  eg  the  ovaries  or  the  pituitary 
gland,  are  to  use  an  antihormone 
(tamoxifen)  or  a  hormone  with  an 
opposing  effect,  eg  androgens 
(nandrolone  or  drostanolone)  in  breast 
cancer.  A  clinical  response  to  endocrine 
therapy  is  usually  apparent  after  about 
four  to  six  weeks,  though  some  relief  of 
symptoms,  eg  pain  from  bone  metastases, 
may  occur  much  sooner.  Occasionally, 
tumour  growth  is  stimulated  by  the 
treatment  and  it  is  then  clearly  necessary 
to  institute  opposing  therapy. 

Immunotherapy 

Tumour  cells  have  different  surface 
characteristics  from  the  normal  cells  from 
which  they  arise  and  so  are  "foreign"  to

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the  body.  It  is  believed  that  tumour  cells 
arise  continually,  but,  being  "foreign," 
are  eliminated  by  our  normal 
immunological  surveillance  mechanisms. 
However,  if  the  reactivity  of  our  immune 
system  is  reduced,  eg  by  disease  or  the 
degeneration  of  the  thymus  gland  with 
age,  malignant  cells  may  escape  from  this 
control  and  develop  into  a  tumour.  Other 
factors  involved  are  that  the  differences 
between  the  malignant  and  normal  cells 
may  be  very  slight  and  that  the  immunity 
may  develop  so  slowly  that  the  disease  is 
overwhelming  by  the  time  the  immunity 
level  is  reached.  A  similar  situation  to  the 
latter  sometimes  arises  with  tuberculosis. 

Thus  tumours  may  be  treated  by 
stimulating  the  immune  system  and  both 
passive  and  active  immunotherapeutic 
techniques  have  been  attempted. 
However,  although  some  encouraging 
results  have  been  obtained,  especially  in 
leukaemia,  the  results  have  usually  been 
disappointing  or  equivocal,  since  trials 
have  often  not  been  adequately 
controlled,  and  this  form  of  treatment  is 
experimental.  Techniques  which  have 
been  used  are  the  injection  of  BCG 
vaccine,  as  a  general  immunostimulant, 
and  of  killed  or  living  tumour  cells,  as 
vaccines.  These  two  methods  have  also 
been  combined.  ■

To  Xrayser... 


Xrayser  does  tend  to  jump  in  where  more 
cautious,  and  perhaps  less  jaundiced 
people  would  make  sure  that  they  had 
their  facts  right  first  (even  allowing  for  the 
typographical  error  in  his  December  1 1 
column). 

Whether  we  have  a  negotiating  body 
or  not,  rural  pharmacists  are  entitled, 
more  than  anyone  else,  to  fight  for 
conditions  which  appertain  purely  to  rural 
pharmacists.  The  option  form  issue  is  still 
very  emotive,  and  one  on  which  the  RPA 
has  been  instrumental  in  getting  an  Early 
Day  Motion  on  the  table  in  the  House  of 
Commons. 

The  intention  of  the  proposed  Clothier 
injunction  was  that  it  could  be  used  to 
give  our  negotiators  time  to  consider  the 
depth  of  feeling  over  the  option  form 
issue.  Since  rural  pharmacists  had  not 
been  approached  about  what  was  taking 
place,  the  RPA  was  instrumental  in 
making  them  aware  of  what  our 
negotiators  were  doing  on  their  behalf. 
Many  rural  pharmacists  objected  to  what 
was  being  done,  including  many  LPCs. 
Eleven  LPCs  supported  the  RPA  in  its 
action  over  option  forms,  and  over  20 
LPCs  are  now  associate  members  of  the 
RPA. 

Perhaps  Xrayser  feels  that  the  option 
form  arrangement  is  satisfactory  —  he 
must  be  one  of  very  few.  Perhaps  he  feels 
that  the  representation  on  LPCs  is  so

most  readily  recognisable  of  the  logos 
employed  by  the  various  clearing  banks,  I 
would  say  it  has  been  most  successful. 
Doubtless  its  considerable  use  and  public 
exposure  by  Natwest  over  the  years  has 
led  to  this  happy  state  of  affairs,  but  there 
is  clearly  a  lesson  here  for  the  use  of  any 
future  pharmacy  logo. 

Of  course,  the  Natwest  logo  is  a  total 
abstract,  whereas  the  NPA  carboy  is  to  a 
fair  degree  representational,  and  I  imagine 
this  is  the  basis  for  Mr  Jenkins'  statement. 
He  should  consider  that  what  is 
representationally  obvious  to  we,  the 
cognoscenti,  may  not  be  so  to  the  public 
at  large.  He  should  also  take  as  fresh  and 
critical  a  look  as  possible  at  both  designs, 
when  I  think  he  would  see  that  for  both 
aesthetic  appeal  and  symbolic 
identification,  the  untidy  fussiness  of  the 
NPA  carboy  logo  compares  very  poorly 
with  the  crisp  simplicity  of  the  Natwest 
logo.  Certainly,  if  I  were  the  average 
professionally  uninformed  consumer  of 
financial  and  pharmaceutical  services,  I 
know  which  one  I  would  find  the  more 
memorable  and  recognisable. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  using  an 


strong  for  rural  pharmacists,  that  all  they 
need  do  is  sit  back  and  do  nothing.  The 
fact  that  the  RPA  is  the  only  strong 
unified  body  of  rural  opinion  disproves 
that. 

Perhaps  Xrayser  has  been  unaware  of 
the  activities  of  the  RPA  over  the  past  18 
months  —  he  must  be  losing  his  grip  and 
might  be  sliding  into  the  category  he  was 
so  happy  to  place  Conscript  the  week 
before.  Since  the  inception  of  the  RPA 
the  rural  pharmacists'  position  has  been 
publicised  and  expounded  to  all  corners  of 
the  pharmaceutical  profession. 

Many  LPCs  support  us  whole- 
heartedly, our  membership  is  strong  and 
growing,  and  our  intentions  are  to  see  that 
both  rural  pharmacists  and  rural  patients 
are  given  the  freedom  to  give  and  obtain 
the  best  pharmaceutical  service  that  our 
potential  can  execute. 

As  a  member  of  the  Somerset  LPC,  I 
am  fully  aware  of  the  activities  of  such 
committees:  they  perform  excellent 
services  on  behalf  of  all  pharmacist 
members.  But  the  work  carried  on  by  the 
RPA  is  within  much  narrower  limits  and 
greatly  intensified.  Many  LPCs  appreciate 
this  difference  of  activity  and  welcome  the 
help  and  the  lead  that  the  RPA  now  gives 
on  rural  matters.

It  satisfies  all 
the  necessary  criteria,  and  offers  the 
additional  benefit  that  as  soon  as  we 
began  to  use  it,  it  would  be  recognised  by 
that  not  insubstantial  minority  of  the 
British  public  who  take  their  holidays 
across  the  Channel.  I  shall  be  quite  happy 
to  consider  any  designs  that  may  be 
produced  for  our  evaluation,  but  I  would 
be  equally  happy  if  the  search  were  to  stop 
now  and  the  green  cross  were  to  be 
accepted.

Good  retail 
pharmacy  sells  itself.  A  service  that  sells 
itself  is  its  own  PR,  etc.  PR  men  can  best 
sell  their  own  product  —  the  NPA  has 
been  gullible  to  the  PR  men. 

I  do  not  need  PR  men  —  I  doubt  if  I 
could  cope  with  any  extra  workload  (if 
any  exists  in  my  area).  Ask  the  PPA  —  I 
rarely  find  time  to  send  my  prescriptions 
in  on  time,  or  meet  any  other  date 
deadline.  The  price  one  pays  for  being  a 
community  pharmacist  is  an  inefficient 
business.  But  then  I  do  not  put  profit  at 
the  top  of  my  business  approach. 

So  why  should  I  pay  £50  to  improve 
the  image  of  other  pharmacists?  How  I 
would  spend  £50  is  to  set  up  a  section  in 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  represent 
retail  pharmacists.  We  have  atrocious 
working  conditions,  poor  rewards  for 
carrying  out  our  professional 
responsibilities  and,  I  am  told  have 
displaced  dentists  from  the  top  of  the 
professional  stress  league. 

Can  we  have  a  retail  section  in  the 
Society  —  parallel  with  the  hospital 
pharmacists?  The  Society  rightly 
emphasises  standards,  but  in  my  mind,  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  conditions  and  nature 
of  retail  pharmacy. 

I  do  not  wish  to  belittle  the  work  done 
by  many  members  of  our  Society  —  I  just 
feel  that  a  change  of  emphasis  would 
encourage  retail  pharmacists  to  change 
their  thinking  and  approach  to  pharmacy 
(including  dispensing),  so  improving  the 
service  (product)  we  sell  to  the 
Government,  the  public  and  the  BMA. 

I  enjoy  retail  pharmacy  but  do  not  like 
my  job  —  why?  Is  it  because  I  have  to  be 
mercenary  against  my  natural  outlook?  Is 
it  because  I  do  not  lead  a  normal  life? 

I  recently  offered  my  resignation  to 
the  health  authority  but  withdrew  it  when 
I  realised  how  much  I  would  miss  retail 
pharmacy.  Why  when  I  enjoy  it  so  much 
do  I  not  enjoy  it?

Liability  bill  seeks  to  remove 
negligence  factor 


Mr  Jack  Ashley's  Bill  to  impose  strict 
liability  on  drug  manufacturers  (C&D 
December  1 1,  1982,  pi 041)  has  received  a 
first  reading  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
At  present,  compensation  can  only  be 
given  where  victims  of  drug  damage  can 
establish  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
manufacturers.  Mr  Ashley  argues, 
however,  that  negligence  is  "virtually 
impossible"  to  prove,  requiring  specialist 
knowledge  of  drug  testing  and 
preparation,  as  well  as  an  understanding 
of  the  internal  operations  of  the  company. 

His  Bill  therefore  aims  to  remove  the 
negligence  requirement.  Providing  the 
victim  could  show  the  drug  in  question  to 
have  caused  the  damage,  compensation 
would  follow.  Drug  manufacturers  should 
accept  responsibility  for  this  damage,  it  is 
argued,  as  they  are  the  only  people  who 
can  control  the  safety  of  their  products, 
and  are  best  able  to  insure  against  such 
claims. 

The  Bill  recognises  that  the  risk  and 
effectiveness  of  drugs  are  often  linked, 
and  accordingly  would  not  apply  strict 
liability  to  minor  reactions  such  as 
headaches  or  stomach  upsets.  The  Bill's 
requirements  would  be  in  line  with  those 
recommended  by  the  Law  Commission  — 
a  drug  would  have  to  comply  with  a 
reasonable  standard  of  safety,  that 
standard  being  "determined  objectively, 
having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  in 
which  the  product  is  put  into  circulation, 
including  any  instruction  or  warnings  that 
accompany  it."  The  Bill  would  therefore 
encourage  drug  manufacturers  to  ensure 
risks  known  to  them  are  accurately  and 
prominently  displayed,  it  is  suggested. 

Strict  liability  would  apply  where  the

The  establishment  of  the  Department  of 
Health  medicines  inspectorate  at  March

Between  1980-81  and  1981-82  use  of

incidence  or  severity  of  drug  damage  was 
unreasonably  high  or  unforseen,  or  risk 
warnings  were  inadequate.  The  defence 
that  drugs  were  not  defective  in  the  light 
of  scientific  knowledge  at  the  time  of 
development  would  not  be  available,  as 
this  would  create  too  large  a  loophole. 

Mr  Ashley  feels  that  drug  companies 
opposed  to  his  Bill  would  claim  the  cost  of 
such  a  change  to  be  prohibitive.  He 
dismisses  this,  however,  saying  that  strict 
liability  arrangements  already  existing  in 
Europe  and  the  USA  have  not  affected 
research  spending  in  those  countries. 

Mr  Ashley  has  recently  been  gathering 
information  in  support  of  his  Bill  in  the 
House  of  Commons.  A  series  of  written 
answers  from  Norman  Fowler,  Secretary 
of  State  for  Social  Services,  included 
information  on  employment  of 
pharmacists  within  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Services,  cost  of  drug 
monitoring  and  details  of  adverse  drug 
reaction  studies  currently  being  carried 
out. 

In  1980,  the  DHSS  employed  50 
pharmacists,  rising  to  51  in  1981  and  52  in 
1982.  Department  gross  expenditure  on 
drug  monitoring  in  1982-83  is  estimated  at 
£414,000  in  1979-80,  £466,000  in  1980-81 
and  £545,000  in  1981-82.  These  figures 
include  support  of  research  projects 
outside  the  Department  and  monitoring 
functions  undertaken  by  the  Commitee  on 
Safety  of  Medicines. 

The  DHSS  is  currently  providing 
finance  for  three  research  products 
concerning  adverse  drug  reactions  at  the 
Universities  of  Dundee,  Liverpool  and 
Southampton.  Mr  Ashley's  Bill  moves  to 
second  reading  on  February  4.

Shops  exempt  from 
early  closing  laws? 

Shops  operated  exclusively  by  their  owner 
will  no  longer  be  required  to  observe 
compulsory  early  closing  regulations,  if  a 
recently-tabled  amendment  to  the  1950 
Shops  Act  becomes  law.  The  amendment, 
which  was  presented  to  the  Commons  by 
Sir  John  Langford-Holt,  will  receive  a 
second  reading  on  May  20. 

The  proposal  defines  a  shop  owner  as 
one  owning  at  least  25  per  cent  of  the 
business. 


The  DHSS  will  have  spent  some  £1 .2m 
this  year  on  providing  general  medical 
practitioners  with  written  information 
about  drugs,  Mr  Geoffrey  Finsberg, 
Under  Secretary  for  Social  Services  said  in 
the  Commons. 

In  addition,  an  unknown  proportion 
of  the  £lm  spent  on  continuing  education 
for  general  medical  practitioners  would 
have  been  devoted  to  courses  on 
therapeutics  and  some  part  of  the 
£750,000  cost  of  the  liaison  activities  of 
the  Department's  regional  medical  service 
would  be  attributable  to  prescribing  visits. 

Mr  Finsberg,  who  was  questioned  by 
Mr  Mike  Thomas  (SDP)  about  the 
promotional  expenditure  of 
pharmaceutical  companies,  said  these 
figures  did  not  include  spending  by 
individual  health  authorities  on  drug 
information. 

Mr  Finsberg  added:  "While  it  is  for 
the  pharmaceutical  companies  concerned 
to  decide  their  level  of  sales  promotion 
expenditure,  the  amount  under  the 
Pharmaceutical  Price  Regulation  Scheme 
is  limited  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  value  of 
the  industry  sales.  This  is  estimated  to 
amount  to  about  £107m  in  1982." 


CSM  computer 


The  Committee  on  Safety  of  Medicines 
should  have  fully  operational  computer 
facilities  to  monitor  adverse  drug 
reactions  by  March  1984,  according  to 
Health  Minister  Kenneth  Clarke.  The 
acquisition  of  the  necessary  equipment 
will  take  place  this  year,  followed  by 
program  testing  and  parallel  running. 


Wholesalers  licence 
renewal  amendment 

Amendments  are  to  be  made  to  the 
regulations  for  renewing  licences  under 
the  Medicines  Act.  The  Act  requires  that 
licence  holders  provide  a  list  of  all 
medicinal  products  to  be  covered  by  the 
renewed  licence. 

Problems  have  arisen  in  providing  this 
information  in  some  cases  involving 
wholesale  dealers'  licences,  said  Mr 
Geoffrey  Finsberg,  Under  Secretary  at  the 
Department  of  Health.  The  Regulations 
are  being  amended  to  permit  the  licensing 
authority  to  waive  the  requirement  by 
extending  the  particulars  which  may  be 
omitted  from  the  renewal  application.

Moves  to  implement 
babymllks  code 

Two  draft  documents  intended  to 
implement  the  aims  and  principles  of  the 
World  Health  Organisation's 
International  Code  of  Marketing  of 
Breast  Milk  Substitutes  were  published 
late  in  December. 

The  WHO  code  is  intended  to 
contribute  to  the  provision  of  safe  and 
adequate  nutrition  for  babies,  by 
protection  and  promotion  of  breast 
feeding,  and  also  to  ensure  the  proper  use 
of  infant  formulae  on  the  basis  of 
adequate  information  through 
appropriate  marketing  and  distribution. 

A  draft  health  circular  is  also  being 
distributed.  It  reaffirms  Government 
policy  on  the  importance  of  promoting 
breast  feeding  and  informs  health 
authorities  and  professional  workers  of 
the  further  action  they  should  take  in  the 
light  of  the  WHO  code. 

The  code  says  that  labelling  or 
promotional  literature  should  not  imply 
that  infant  formulae  are  equivalent  or 
superior  to  the  milk  of  a  healthy  mother. 
Nor  may  these  include  words  or  pictures 

Spending  on  medical 
goods  static 

UK  households  spent  an  average  of  £0.56 
per  week  on  medicines  and  surgical  goods 
in  1981,  according  to  the  Department  of 
Employment's  latest  Family  Expenditure 
Survey  (HMSO  £13). 

This  amount  represented  0.4  per  cent 
of  total  weekly  household  expenditure, 
the  same  as  in  1980  when  the  monetary 
value  was  £0.48.  Spending  varied 
according  to  gross  normal  weekly  income 
and  was  highest  (£0.91)  in  households 
whose  income  was  £350  or  more,  lowest 

Air  fresheners 

The  UK  retail  air  freshener  market 
reached  £80m  in  1981,  according  to  a 
recent  Euromonitor  report.  This  makes  it 
one  of  the  few  sectors  in  the  household 
cleaning  market  to  have  shown  real 
growth  over  the  past  5  years.  The  sector 
was  valued  at  only  £1  lm  as  recently  as 
1976,  rising  to  £16m  by  1979  and  £24m  in 
1980. 

Major  expansion  has  been  in  the 
introduction  of  slow-release  strips  and 
gels,  which  now  represent  some  45  per 
cent  of  the  market.  Aerosols  take  25  per 
I     cent,  and  powders  20  per  cent,  with  PD

Members  of 
its  sub-committee  for  infant  formulae, 
infant  and  diabetic  foods  are  Cow  &  Gate 
Ltd,  Farley  Health  Products  Ltd,  Milupa 
Ltd  and  Wyeth  Laboratories.  The  code 
was  drawn  up  in  consultation  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and 
Food  and  the  Health  Department.

Sangers  sell  Castlereagh: 
losses  down  to  £416,000 


Sangers  pic  have  sold  their  Northern 
Ireland  Castlereagh  Agencies  business  to 
SDS  Distributors  Ltd.  Sangers  are  also  to 
buy  Technology  Investments  Ltd  from 
Paget  Agencies  —  a  company  owned  by 
Sangers  director  Tom  Whyte  —  and 
recently  acquired  the  business  of 
photographic  wholesaler  Jonathan 
Fallowfield  Group. 

Castlereagh's  profits  reached  £194,000 
in  the  six  months  to  August  31,  1982, 
helping  to  reduce  overall  group  losses  for 
the  period  to  £416,000  from  the  previous 
£1.037m.  Total  sales  fell  to  £20.94m  from 
1981  's  first-half  figure  of  £60. 165m. 
These  figures  include  full  provision  for 
losses  arising  from  disposal  of  the  agency 
operations. 

Photographic  wholesaling  in  Great 
Britain  and  pharmaceutical  wholesaling 


and  agency  distribution  in  Northern 
Ireland  have  continued  to  trade 
profitably,  however,  despite  "very  testing 
market  conditions".  Jonathan 
Fallowfield  was,  at  the  time  of 
acquisition,  a  privately-owned  national 
photographic  wholesaler.

M&B  take  on  £70m 
Rhodia  sales 

May  &  Baker  have  taken  over  £70m  worth 
of  UK  speciality  chemicals  business  from 
parent  company  Rhone  Poulenc  SA. 
Rhodia  (UK)  Ltd,  who  previously  handled 
these  sales,  will  now  be  amalgamated  with 
May  &  Baker.  M&B  managing  director  Dr 
Keith  Humphreys  says  this  change  will 
boost  group  turnover  to  the  £300m  mark. 

The  rationalisation  brings  UK 
operations  into  line  with  those  in  M&B's 
overseas  territories,  where  local 
companies  normally  work  as  agents  for 
Rhone  Poulenc's  chemical  business. 

Rhone  Poulenc  managing  director 
Alain  Coine  has  joined  the  M&B  board, 
where  he  will  consider  consolidation  of 
the  joint  chemical  operations. 

"Chemist"  name 
rules  extended 

Traders  wishing  to  use  "chemist"  or 
"chemistry"  as  part  of  their  company's 
name  now  require  approval  from  Trade 
Secretary  Lord  Cockfield.  These  words, 
previously  felt  to  be  adequately  controlled 
by  the  Medicines  Act,  have  been  added  to 
the  list  of  restricted  terms  due  to  concern 
that  they  may  escape  regulation  where 
used  in  a  scientific  or  industrial  context. 

Where  firms  wish  to  use  these  terms, 
they  must  now  apply  to  the  Department  of 
Trade,  which  will  consult  with  Companies 
I'ouse  and  contact  either  the 


Pharmaceutical  Society  or  the  Royal 
Society  of  Chemistry  for  guidance  before 
making  a  ruling. 

A  further  change  to  the  rules  corrects 
the  relevant  body  for  those  wishing  to  use 
the  word  "apothecary"  to  read 
Worshipful  Society  of  Apothecaries  of 
London.  "University"  and 
"Polytechnic"  are  also  among  terms 
newly-prohibited. 

These  changes  were  introduced  to  the 
Commons  by  Consumer  Affairs  Minister 
Gerard  Vaughan,  and  have  now  been 
approved  by  the  House.  Company  & 
Business  Names  (Amendment) 
Regulations  1982  (S.I.  1982,  No  1653), 
HMSO,  High  Holborn,  London.

Demise  of  more 
wholesalers? 

Pharmaceutical  wholesaling  may  soon  be 
"left  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
Unichem  and  two  or  three  general 
wholesale  companies  unless  there  is  an 
end  to  the  discount  war",  according  to  a 
recent  market  report  from  ICC  Business 
Ratios. 

Smaller  wholesalers  who  manage  to 
survive  will  do  so  by  exploiting  specific 
distribution  markets  for  new  products, 
rather  than  attempting  to  provide  a  full 
range  of  chemists'  goods,  it  is  suggested. 

Retail  pharmacists  are  meanwhile 
expected  to  be  faced  with  still  greater 
competition  from  supermarkets  and  drug 
stores.  With  multiples  such  as  Tesco  and 
Safeways  opening  in-store  pharmacies, 
and  Boots  following  a  policy  of  closing 
smaller  outlets,  it  is  felt  that  "the  eighties 
will  see  a  continued  trend  towards  large 
scale  retailing  of  chemists'  goods". 
□  ICC  have  introduced  a  free  service 
allowing  inquirers  to  check  by  phone  the 
date  of  the  most  recent  accounts  and 
annual  return  filed  by  any  English- 
registered  company.  ICC  are  willing  to 
absorb  the  cost  of  this  service  as  it  will 
eliminate  abortive  company  search  fees 
and,  they  feel,  provide  a  much  more 
efficient  information  service.  Inquiries 
will  be  dealt  with  on  01-251  4941 . 

Xmas  sales  well 
up  to  expectation 

Boots  report  that  they  are  pleased  with  the 
results  of  Christmas  trading  and  that  they 
are  "up  to  budgets".  Higher-priced  items 
such  as  video  recorders  and  other  luxury 
goods  went  well. 

These  experiences  were  confirmed  by 
independent  pharmacists  around  Britain 
who  told  C&D  that  they  are  "reasonably 
happy"  with  sales  which  seemed  to  be  "as 
expected". 

Reports  in  the  national  Press  confirm 
these  feelings  as  common  to  retailers  in 
general.  The  Guardian  described  the  sell 
as  "one  of  the  best  pre-Christmas 
spending  sprees  for  years". 

The  combination  of  lower  mortgage 
rates  and  overdraft  interest  rates,  a  falling 
inflation  rate  and  ending  of  hire  purchase 
controls  have  all  helped  stimulate  sales, 
according  to  the  Financial  Times. 


Services  law 


Part  II  of  the  Consumer  Goods  &  Services 
Act  comes  into  force  on  July  4,  codifying 
part  of  the  common  law.  Traders  who 
provide  services  in  England,  Wales  or 
Northern  Ireland  will,  from  that  date,  be 
under  a  statutory  obligation  to  do  so  with 
reasonable  care,  within  a  reasonable  time, 
making  no  more  than  a  reasonable 
charge.

New  brokerage 
company  for 
pharmacy 

Multi  Brokers  Ltd  —  a  newly-formed 
brokerage  company  concentrating  on 
pharmacy  —  have  acquired  selling  and 
marketing  rights  for  Activ  products  and 
the  Haditos  wool  range  (see 
Counterpoints).  Managing  director  of  the 
new  company  is  Mr  Malcolm  Niven, 
formerly  general  sales  manager  of  Smith 
&  Nephew  consumer  products. 

This  background  led  him  to  feel  there 
to  be  an  increasing  need  for  a  brokerage 
company  which  would  act  on  behalf  of 
the  smaller  manufacturer  —  who,  while 
producing  high  quality  goods,  may  be 
unable  to  sell  and  market  them  viably. 

Multi  Brokers  see  the  continuing 
decline  in  the  pharmacy's  share  of  OTC 
products  as  intensifying  demand  for 
ranges  which  are  competitively  priced,  yet 
which  offer  the  retailer  a  healthy  margin. 
The  company  plans  to  specialise  in  such 
products. 

Astra  take  Dow's 
Swedish  marketing 

Astra  have  been  appointed  distributors  of 
Dow  Chemical's  pharmaceutical  range  in 
Sweden,  Norway,  Finland,  Denmark  and 
Iceland.  The  agreement  will  last  for  ten 
years,  and  gives  Astra  total  responsibility 
for  the  launch  and  marketing  of  Dow 
products  in  all  these  countries. 

The  first  product  to  be  launched  under 
the  new  deal  will  be  antihistamine 
terfenadine,  marketed  under  the  Teldane 
trademark. 

Number  of  grocers 
halved  in  ten  years 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  number  of 
grocers  in  Great  Britain  has  declined  by 
over  46  per  cent  or  48,693  according  to  a 
report  published  in  the  latest  issue  of  the 
"Nielsen  Researcher." 

In  the  same  period  approximately  12 
per  cent  of  pharmacies  closed  down  to 
leave  10,71 1  at  the  end  of  1981  compared 
with  56,590  grocery  outlets. 

Using  some  of  the  results  from  their 
recently  completed  survey  of  the  grocery 
trade,  Nielsen  provide  the  most  up-to-date 
picture  of  the  grocery  scene.  Included  are 
data  on  outlet  and  turnover  trends, 
together  with  charts  showing  non-food 
distribution  levels,  personal  income 
breakdown,  and  a  map,  divided  into 
television  areas,  giving  the  regional 
breakdown  of  population,  grocery  stores, 
and  turnover. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1982,  Nielsen 
have  been  agents  for  the  ArticleJMumber 


Association  and  this  "Researcher" 
includes  a  progress  report  on  basic  POS 
services  for  suppliers  of  bar-coded 
products.  With  less  than  30  stores 
currently  using  scanning  equipment  in  the 
UK,  it  will  be  towards  the  end  of  1983 
before  there  is  sufficient  data  to  produce 
viable  reports  in  this  country. 

Of  particular  interest  to  companies 
with  a  large  sales  force  will  be  the  article 
about  "Compumark"  —  a  system  for 
providing  accurate  and  useable  reports 
without  creating  masses  of  extra 
paperwork.  The  "Researcher"  is 
published  quarterly  and  is  available,  free 
of  charge,  from  A.  C.  Nielsen  Company 
Ltd,  Nielsen  House,  Headington,  Oxford

Robins  buy  Willows 
Francis  Veterinary 

A.H.  Robins  Ltd  have  bought  Willows 
Francis  Veterinary  from  Guiness  Peat 
Group.  Founded  in  1751  as  a 
manufacturer  of  veterinary  ethical 
products,  Willows  Francis  were  appointed 
wholesale  supplier  of  drugs  to  the  Royal 
Veterinary  College  over  a  century  ago. 

This  deal  gives  A.H.  Robins  the 
opportunity  they  have  been  seeking  to 
introduce  their  veterinary  products  to  the 
UK.  Managing  director  Mr  J.S.  Morris 
says  Robins'  research  and  development 
facilities  will  allow  them  to  assume  an 
important  role  in  the  UK  veterinary 
ethical  market. 

The  Wigglesworth  proprietary 
products  division  of  Willows  Francis, 
together  with  Regent  Laboratories  —  also 
owned  by  Guiness  Peat  —  were  sold  to 
Executives  International  SA  last  year 
(C&D  July  31,  1982  p215). 

EPoS  in  Europe 


The  penetration  of  electronic  point  of  sale 
terminals  into  the  European  market  is  still 
as  low  as  4  per  cent.  Electronic  cash 
registers  account  for  43  per  cent  of  cash 
points  and  electromechanical  registers  still 
maintain  a  53  per  cent  share. 

However  the  forecast  for  installation 
of  EPoS  systems  for  1982-87  represents  an 
increase  of  over  200  per  cent  on  the 
previous  12  years,  according  to  a  report 
from  Frost  &  Sullivan.  Major  increases  in 
the  self-service  food  trade,  and  to  a  lesser 
extent  for  non-food  multiples  are 
predicted. 

The  report  estimates  there  are 
currently  94,000  EPOS  units  installed  in 
Europe,  and  that  a  further  1 13,000  will  be 
shipped  in  over  the  next  five  years. 

Retail  prices 


The  Department  of  Employment  retail 
prices  index  for  all  items  reached  326. 1  in 
November  (January  1974  =  100).  This 
represents  an  increase  of  0.5  per  cent  on 
October  1982  (324.5)  and  an  increase  of 
6.3  per  cent  on  November  1981  (306.9). 


Data  protection 
Bill  excludes 
manual  records 

The  Government's  long-awaited  Data 
Protection  Bill  has  met  criticism  for 
failing  to  include  manually-kept  records 
within  its  provisions.  The  Bill,  which  aims 
to  set  up  a  compulsory  register  for  all 
organisations  holding  individuals' 
personal  data,  defines  "data"  only  as 
information  recorded  in  a  form  which 
allows  processing  by  automatic 
equipment.  Manual  systems  therefore 
escape  the  regulations  completely. 

Registrar  and  tribunal 

The  Bill  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  a  data  protection  registrar  and  tribunal, 
whose  duties  would  include  recording  the 
name  and  address  of  all  data  users, 
together  with  details  of  the  personal  data 
held,  the  purposes  for  which  the 
information  is  to  be  used,  sources  of  data 
and  details  of  persons  or  countries  to 
whom  the  data  may  be  disclosed.  Data 
users  would  also  be  required  to  designate 
an  individual  as  responsible  for  dealing 
with  access  inquiries  from  data  subjects, 
as  provided  for  within  the  Bill. 

Individual  rights 

Personal  data  is  regarded  as  information 
relating  to  a  living  individual  who  can  be 
identified  from  that  information.  This 
definition  includes  any  expression  of 
opinion  concerning  the  individual,  but  not 
any  indication  of  the  user's  intentions 
regarding  the  subject.  Under  the  Bill, 
individuals  would  be  given  the  right  to  be 
informed  by  any  data  user  whether  the 
information  held  includes  personal  data 
of  which  he  is  the  subject.  Individuals  also 
have  the  right  to  obtain  a  written  copy  of 
personal  data  from  the  user  in  question. 
In  order  to  take  advantage  of  these  rights, 
however,  a  data  subject  must  first  apply 
to  the  user  in  question,  and  pay  whatever 
fee  is  eventually  decided  upon.  Users  must 
then  comply  with  the  request  within  28 
days  of  receiving  the  information 
necessary  for  their  search. 

Compensation  payments 

Subjects  who  suffer  damage  due  to  the 
inaccuracy  of  personal  data  held  will  be 
entitled  to  compensation  from  the  user 
involved,  although  it  will  be  a  legitimate 
defence  for  users  to  show  they  exercised 
reasonable  care  in  attempting  to  ensure 
the  data  was  accurate  "at  the  material 
time". 

Data  concerning  individuals'  physical 
or  mental  health  is  among  the  categories 
where  the  Secretary  of  State  may  amend 
the  Bill's  basic  provisions  in  order  to 
provide  additional  safeguards  for  the 
individual.  Personal  data  in  this  area  may 
also  be  exempted  from  the  Bill's  subject 
access  provisions. 

Continued  overleaf 
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Damage  suffered  by  the  subject  as  a 
result  of  loss  or  unauthorised  disclosure  of 
data  will  also  give  rise  to  compensation. 

Use  tf  penalties 

Where  the  registrar  is  satisfied  a  user  has 
contravened  any  of  the  Bill's  basic 
principles,  he  can  serve  an  enforcement 
notice  requiring  him  to  take  specific  steps 
to  correct  this  within  a  specified  time. 

In  deciding  whether  to  take  such  steps 
he  must  consider  whether  the 
contravention  has  caused,  or  is  likely  to 
cause  any  person  damage  or  distress. 
Users  guilty  of  an  offence  under  the  Bill 
would  be  subject  to  a  fine.  Offences  under 
certain  sections  can  also  give  rise  to  a 
court  order  requiring  that  material 
connected  with  the  offence  be  destroyed, 
forfeited  or  erased.  Data  Protection  Bill

Red  Kooga  sales 
set  for  £4  mark 

Sales  of  Red  Kooga  ginseng,  which 
amounted  to  only  £200,000  as  recently  as 
1977,  are  expected  to  reach  £4m  in  the 
current  year.  This  represents  some  56  per 
cent  of  total  ginseng  sales  according  to 
Nielsen,  who  reported  on  the  market  in 
September. 

Profiled  in  the  December  issue  of  KAE 
Development  News,  English  Grains  are 
described  as  Britain's  largest  supplier  of 
health  food  supplements.  Total  company 
sales  are  forecast  as  reaching  £7m  this 
year,  and  KAE  expect  the  company  to 
pass  the  £10m  late  in  1983.
